There is at present a discussion 


among nltro-glyaerine men as to the 
safest manner of heating glycerine 
magazines, due to the probability that 
D. T. DaT*«; deenty inspector of work- 
shops and factories, will recommend 
the Issuing of an order to use the hot 
water system entirely. Glycerine men 
are almost a unit in favor of the use 
of the oil stove in heating magaztaes 
snd they claim tost they are the safest. 
They insist that of the last ten explo- 
sions only two of the magazines which 
went up were ieated by oil ttores. 
Hot water plants must have attention 
at least twice a day and even then the 
pipes are liable to freeze wp. It is 
very dangerous work, t^ey ssy, to 
thaw the pipes ont in a magazine and 
it is just as dangerous to thaw the 
p-lycerSne, which freezes at 45 degrees. 
Oil stoves it is claimed are placed in 
enclosures on the inside of tbe maga- 
sine &n& need attention only once a 
day. Glycerine men say It 13 not a; 
matter of expense with them, but a 
matter of s»f ety.

"There can be no doubt !n the miuds 


of those who have watched the pro- 
ceedings at the front that si trying 
emergency had beea met, under dr- 
cuiiistawces of .extreme te-uslon, with 
complete success, alld I know that the 
army has had tbo greatest confidence 
In its medical corps and feels that all 
has been done for the wounded that 
could have been done. I accordingly 
returned this morning in tl!« hospital 
trnUi ("conveyiuji 120 wounded) to Pie- 
tcrmarltzburK. The heat has been in- 
ten so. AS'e have had three very busy, 
hardworking days and returned weary 
aiiJ sad for such grievous loss and suf- 
fering. It waa indeed a piteous spec- 
tacle of suffering- and death. But oac 
could console oneself somewhat by tlie 
reflection that KO much had been ac- 
complished to mitigate the distress, 
and the poor sufferers themselves were 
full of i»!ucJ< find endurance." 


The London Lancet's correspondent

Germany, cue in Austria", and one ia 
Italy, and our colony will be started 
under much more favorable auspices. 
We shall; have about 200 people. 32 
inarrUxl couples, 50 unmarried men, 20 
unmarried women and 72 children ua- 
tier 16. We were taoix>ugbJy. organizofl 
a loKsr tiray since, aud, while "we may 
make some few. additions, not over 223 
In all will be" taken. 


"We will secure at the outset enough

The parade ground upon which they 


assembled at the sound of boots aud 
saddles Is now the playground of a 
country school, and the barracks are 
decayed aad moldcring heaps.

flagstaff alone remains and, though no 
longer proudly bearing its banner to 
guide the emigrant, still stands like a 
gaunt Index finger, pointing out to tho 
curious traveler this historic spot.

sirups, molasses, confections, liquors, 
cordials and g.tnee and brandied fruits. 
This exhibition will'be a coLleCtiTC oae 
of the industries of the United States 
in the Hues mentioned and is not in- 
tended to give prominence to any one 
exhibitor or firm. 


Dr. Wiley is sure the exhibit will be 


one of the be«t of its kind at the great 
Paris exhibition. The exhibit of wines 
and brandies will he a typical repre- 
sentation of the products of aii parts 
of : the United States devoted to viti- 
culture. Ey far the greater part of 
these products comes from California, 
and the California display will, there- 
fore, he the largest. Typical wines of 
Georgia, Florida, Vii-giala. New York 
and Ohio are also wail represented in 
the collection. A special feature in the 
display will be a collection of Ameri- 
can champagnes. 


"The California Svrtet wines," said 


Dr. Wiley In speaking of the collec- 
tion, "will also attract a great deal of 
attention, since they are quite equal to 
those of Spain and the subtropical is- 
lands.
